Capt. Baldwin’s Airship. 

Speaking of the recent trial in 
California of Capt. Baldwin’s air¬ 
ship California Arrow, which made 
several successful flights from the 
exposition grounds at St. Louis, 
last summer,, an exchange says : 

The Arrow sailed with the wind 
northeastward for a distance of be¬ 
tween eight aud ten miles, thence 
eastward for two miles and return¬ 
ed in the face of a twelve mile gale 
to a point directly above the start¬ 
ing place. Owing to the supply of 
gasolene running short, the driver 
was unable to effect a landing 
at exactly the desired spot. The 
flight lasted an hour and thirteen 
minutes and in that time sailed a 
distance of probably twenty miles. 
When flying with the wind the 
Arrow traveled at a speed of twen¬ 
ty miles an hour and returning di¬ 
rectly in the face of the strong" 
southeastern gale was able to make 
a rate of speed reckoned at between 
six and eight miles an hour, 

The airship was manoeuvred in 
every direction, responding readily 
to its rudder, circling and turning 
in any direction, sailing directly in 
the face of the wind or at an angle 
and rising aud dipping as the 
operator . directed. The Arrow 
rose at times to a height of prob¬ 
ably three thousand- feet or more, 
with the driver regulating the 
height by shifting his weight and 
raising or lowering the bow of the 
craft as he desired to ascend or de¬ 
scend.

(BY REV. CHAJU.es N. GLEASON.) 

Lesson for Jan. 1, 1905. 

Title;—Christ the Light and Life of 
Men. Scripture, John 1: 1,18, 

Golden Text:—In Him was life; and 
the life was the light of men: John 1:4.

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Soil Inoculation with Nitrogen- 
Fixing: Bacteria. 

The question of soil inoculation 
for root tubercies is attracting a 
great deal of attention at the pres¬ 
ent time. The following is prepar¬ 
ed in answer to numerous in 
quiries sent to the Maine Agri¬ 
cultural Experiment Station : 

For the past twenty years it has 
been common knowledge that the 
legumes—peas, beans, ciover, 
alfalfa, etc,—have the power of ac 
qoiring atmospheric nitrogen 
through enlargements upon the 
roots, called root tubercies, which 
are caused by. „bacteria. For near¬ 
ly the same length of time it-has 
been known that applications of 
those soils in which root tubercles 
are produced to other laud would 
cause these tu bercies to grow on 
crops where they would not previ¬ 
ous to such inoculation. 

It was found that different kinds 
of bacteria were necessary to pro¬ 
duce root tubercles upon different 
kinds of legumes. Ten years ago 
German investigators prepared 
and placed on the market under 
the Dame of Nitragin, pure cul¬ 
tures of the different kinds of 
bacteria for inoculating soii 6 for 
different legumes. While these 
cultures in a few instances gave 
satisfaction, they ofteDer failed. 
Jn the- meantime other investi¬ 
gators in Germany and in this 
country-vkept -up-/the study, with 
the result that the Bureau of 
Plant Industry of the U. 8 . Dept., 
of Agriculture has devised cul¬ 
tures which are working thorough¬ 
ly satisfactorily. The following is 
from the Department Year Book 
for 1902. 

“It should be borne in mind 
tbai such inoculations are usually 
not uecessary in soil that is al¬ 
ready producing tubercleB, While 
the introduction of fresh organisms 
will generally considerably in¬ 
crease the number of tubercles, the 
effect upon the crop is not appreci¬ 
able, and it is hardly wo th the ex¬ 
penditure of time and labor neces¬ 
sary to make the inoculation. 
Wherever legnmes that fail to pro¬ 
duce tubercles are being grown, 
however,- or in those- localities 
where the soil is so poor that 
legumes will not grow, and because 
of the lack of this proper organisms 
they can not make a start, every 
effort should be made to get the 
bacteria into the soil.” 

These cultures of bacteria are 
sent out in cakeB resembling the 
ordinary compressed yeast cake. 
By putting these into water to 
which the proper mineral nutrients 
have been added, they will speedi¬ 
ly grow in such quantities that 
even such a small package iB suf¬ 
ficient to inoculate an acre. 

Wherever legumes are being 
grown unsuccessfully, It will be 
wise to get cultures of the proper 
organisms and Inoculate the soil. 
Tbese*cultures can be obtained in 
limited amount from the Bureau 
of Plant Industry U. S. Dept, ol 
Agriculture,- Washington, D. 0. 
There are also companies that are 
manufacturing these from the 
Government formula. The Nitro- 
Culture Company of Westchester, 
Pa,, is the one that is offering cul¬ 
tures iu Maine. However, for sue- 
cossfuJ Use it must be remembered 
that these inoculations are not de¬ 
signed to take the place of the 
usual careful preparation of soil, 
nor do they do away with the need 
of mineral fertilizers, nor are they 
valuable for any crop other than 
the particular legumes for which 
they are recommended.

The German 
prince, while in this country, saw 
the gem at Chicago and admired it 
so much that the government has 
been negotiating for it ever since, 
and recently sent a man over-to 
tbie country, who finally succeeded j 
in closing the trade, taking the, 
gem back to Germany with him.? 
At the world’s fair at Chicago the 
gem iwas valued at $30,000. It 
weighed 183 carats. By the way, 
ODe crystal taken at Paris, Me., 
this summer has been sold for 
$500.”

Antiques for Summer Trade. 

As soon as the last summer visi¬ 
tor has gone away those of the na¬ 
tives of Lamoine who are artistic 
la any way, begin to make fantas¬ 
tic and antique articles of house¬ 
hold utility to 3ell to the crop of 
summer visitors who will arrive 
next June. 

There are a score of men 
and more than two score women 
who will pass the winter in such 
employments. Two years ago there 
was organized a society of women 
who devote their time on winter 
evenings to embroidering tidies, 
scarfs, neckties and other articles, 
all of which are sold to the city 
callers at high prices. 

The custom iS' to secure cheap 
crocheting silks that have been 
damaged and with these to work 
out antique patterns of flowers 
and mottoes on coarse crash or un¬ 
bleached linen. The articles are 
then smeared with daubs of oil and 
spatters of anything about the 
house." Then^the unsightly spots 
are taken out by applying benzine 
aad the goods are folded while still 
damp and put away in old chests 
and sprinkled with floor sweepings 
and other forms of dust, all of 
which is done to give an indication 
of great age to things which are 
new. 

On the arrival of the summer 
visitors word is given out that ar¬ 
ticles of an advanced age have been 
discovered iu the neighborhood, 
whereupon the old chests are rau- 
sacked in the presence of the pros¬ 
pective buyers and much embroid¬ 
ered linen that is faded and moul¬ 
dy is brought forth and cold for 
fancy prices. 

Meantime the innocent old farm¬ 
ers are converting aged woods into 
spinning wheels and flax wheels 
and hand looms and ancient furni¬ 
ture and getting ready to sell 
chairs that were made in the win¬ 
ter of 1905 as remnants of family 
furniture that came over in the 
Mayflower. An estimate has been 
made that enough Mayflower fur¬ 
niture is manufactured in eastern 
Maine every winter to have loaded 
that famous old craft three times 
over. 

On Isle au JHaut there is an un¬ 
sophisticated blacksmith who 
makes from a dozen to a score of 
antique andirons every wiuter. 
Me is a man of great verisimilitude 
taking pains to place dates on 
every andiron that comes out from 
Uuder his busy hammer.
